1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Species A (Fig. 8) corresponding to a mass flow controller with the pressure 
sensor upstream of the flow sensor and Species B corresponding to a mass flow 
controller with a pressure sensor configured to sense the pressure between the mass 
flow sensor and the control valve. The species are independent or distinct because of 
the pressure sensor in Species A is disposed upstream of the flow sensor whereas it is 
not in Species B. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim appears to be generic.

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
